Battles Really Series 

of Personal Combats 

It wns In the Twelfth century that 
the .liiimnese, who until that time were 
fighterH only for defensive purposes, 
came urnler the sway of the military 
organizations. Kendal chiefs gat lu-red 
hands around them to protect their 
fiefs— and help them collect taxes from 
their subjects. An early Japanese bat- 
tle resembled a gigantic fencing match. 
It was opened with a human sacrifice, 
usunlly a prisoner or a condemned 
criminal. Nobody advanced until no- 
tice of attack was given with a sing 
log arrow. 

These early warriors had an ultra- 
courteous way about them, says the 
Milwaukee Journal. Bach marched 
out, sinirled out a foe and addressed 
him personally, proclaiming bis mime 
and titles and often addinj: his father's 
rerords. 

Then the two went to It— like hun- 
dreds of others were doing around 
them.— Detroit News.

Diked for Thousands of Years 

Because the "plain of the Po" is so 
nearly level, particularly in its sea- 
ward half, the river has brought dis- 
astrous floods to the residents along 
its course, throughout historic times. 
Even during the early days of Rome 
it was necessary to build dikes and 
embankments to restrain the rising 
waters. During the earlv part of the 
Dark Ages after the fall of Rome 
these protective works fell into decay. 
I he river wandered over the plain, 
each major flood creating new chan- 
nels. Large areas of the rich valley 
reverted to marsh. 

Long before the Renaissance the 
work of restoring the Po's dikes and 
constructing drainage canals was be- 
gun, and by 1500 the valley was again 
well protected. This region was one 
of the earliest in Europo to see the

above the earth than at the earth's 
surface. In fact, the intensity in- 
creases ranidly as instruments rise 
higher and higher but the rate of in- 
crease falls off after an altitude of 
39.000 feet (more than seven miles) 
is reached. Recording instruments 
have been recovered from an un- 
manned balloon which rose to a hpight 
of 92.000 feet (nearly 17Mj miles). 
At that altitude the increase in inten- 
sity of cosmic rays had slowed down 
very much. 

Several theories have been ad- 
vanced as to the origin of cosmic 
rays. When their existence was dis- ! 
covered about 18 years ago it was 
thought that they might come direct- 
ly and only from the sun of our so- 
lar system. But this was soon 
proved to he wrong, for it was dem- 
onstrated that the rays flow in from 
space in equal volume day and night, 
and apparently from directiv over- 
head. Then it was believed that they 
might come from all suns; but tests 
show that they seem to come from 
the directions of the comparatively 
empty sections of space as well as 
from the directions of the more crowd- 
ed star clusters. 

One theory advanced is that the 
rays arise when electrons, stream- 
ing in from the sun almost at the 
speed of light, strike atoms of gases 
in the earth's atmosphere. Another 
suggestion is that the rays are by- 
products from the creation of new 
atoms such as helium and oxygen 1 
from electrons of space, But these 
are only scientific guesses. The 
origin of cosmic rays remains so far 
an unsolved mystery.

When he did not 
return Mrs. Kenning became alarmed 
for Mctiuerty was a younir man of 
regular and exemplary habits. 

She notified the authorities, but 
heard nothing until Tuesday when a 
young man who gave his name as 
Mathews called at her home in Mc- 
Guerty's ear, sayinir that he was a 
cousin of the missing man from Tulsa 
and that he had come for his effects, 
Mctiuerty having been called home 
suddenly by news of an accident to 
his mother. 

Associates of McGuerty who hap- 
pened to be at the house became sus- 
picious of the younir man and advised 
Mrs. Kenning not to give up the miss- 
inn man's belomrings. She had sub- 
sequent visits from Mathews and 
telephone calls, and finally reported 
the matter to the polite who arrested 
the so-called Mathews when he called 
at the Kenning residence on Friday 
afternoon. 

Mathews, later identified as Ryals. 
is said to have admitted to the police 
that he shot McGuerty, during an al- 
tercation on the same Sunday that he 
had disappeared. The 22-year old 
stenographer is quoted as sayinir that 
ho shot McGuerty with the latter'.* 
pistol on a side road between Arling- 
ton and Forth Worth, and after the 
murder had placed the body in the 
| back of the slain man's automobile, 
j driving to Galveston Island, where he 
| buried it under the deserted beach 
cottage. , . 

Ryals disphyed no emotion in talk- 
ing about the aitair ami slept in the 
asitonio'.iile while on the way to the 
cottage. The body was buried about 
three feet deep n :.and and was in a 
bad f.tute of decomposition. Associates 
of the dead man. while believing the 
body to be that of McGuerty. were not 
able at first to positively identify it. 

When Ryals was arrested he had in 
his possession McGuerty's identifica- 
tion card, bearing the name of A. G. 
McGuerty, and it was this arrange- 
ment of the initials which at first led 
local authorities to question whether 
the >oung man was a resident of this 
town. It was subsequently learned 
| that he went by the name. A. G. Mc- 
Guerty, to avoid confusion with an- 
other of the same name in the com- 
pany's employ. 

An examination of the body, found 
under the beach cottage, disclosed a 
hole in the back of the head. Pros"'"- 
ably made by the bullet which killed 
the' young man. 

Police Chief William H. Rogers 
has been in communication with the 
Fort Worth authorities, assisting 
I them in their work of establishing 
the slain man's identity here.

Use of electricity throughout great- j 
er Boston, served by the Boston Edi- 
son Company, on a day like Tuesday 
or Wednesday of last week increased 
nearly 13 per cent above what it 
would have been had the days been 
clear as Thursday and Friday of last 
week.

The University of Poitier*. rirjo 0 f 
Europe's oldest institutions of learn- 
ing, celebrated its 500th anniversary 
recently, in the little town of western 
France whose street* have echoed to 
the tread of mnve than -0 generations 
of students. A bulletin from the 
Washington. D. C. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society de- 
. v '>.r>s P'.itiers. 

T'..e town is al! that a university 
•.own should be says the bulletin, "rel- 
atively small (it has 37.000 inhabi- 
tants!, quiet, untroubled by much in- 
dustry, picturesque, and rich in mel- 
low old monuments of the past. It 
'■"■< midway between the English 
Channel and the Pyrenees and about 
75 miles inland from the Bay of Bis- 
cay. 

Created When English Held Pari* 

The English are really responsible 
for the existence of the University of 
Poitiers. Charles VII created the in- 
stitution in 1432 (some authorities say 



1431) because Paris had fallen into 

■ the hands of the English, who also 
1 controlled the University of Paris. The 

French parliament had moved to Poi- 
tiers shortly before. By the close of 
the 15th century the new university 
had a student body of approximately 
4000, made up not only of Frenchmen. 
' but also of Italians, Flemings. Scots 
and Germans. 

The university, as at present organ- 
ized, includes faculties of law, scien- 
ces, agriculture, letters, and medicine 
and pharmacy. The enrollment of 
students is slightly in excess of 2000. 
i Poitiers is built on a pear-shaped 
I promontory at the juncture of two 
small streams, the Clain and the Boi- 

■ vre. The two streams almost meet at 
; a narrow isthmus at the rear of the 
' town. Over the top of the promon- 
i tory and along its slopes run crooked. 

picturesque streets, along which are 

many buildings of great age. A town 
i known as Limonum existed on th:s 

site in Roman days, and some frag- 
: ments of Roman architecture are still 

to be found in and near Poitiers. 

Oldest Christian Monument in France 
1 The most interesting structure in 

the city is the Tempie of St. Jean, 
j which is credited with being the oid- 
- est Christian monument in Fraip-e. It 

was built as a baptistry, possibly a.- 
i early as the fourth century, and was 
| enlarged to serve as a parish church 

in the seventh century. Thv floor of 
; the stone structure is now about 1" 
' feet below the level of the bordering 
i street. It is used as a museum of lo- 
! cal antiquities. 

j The town has numerous religious 
structures, some of them embodying 
j unusual features. The Church of St. 
j Hilaire of curious Romanesque archi- 
j tecture, is named for th-; first Bishop 



of Poitiers. The Church of Notre 
Dame is adorned with grotesque 
sculptures and has odd architectural 
embellishments. The Cathedral of St. 
Pierre is of an architecture intermedi- 
ate between Byzantine and Gothic, 
and is marked by a noble simplicity. 
It was begun in llW by the English 
king. Henry II, at the behest of his 
wife, Eleanor of Aquitaine, who bad 
added Poitiers and all we-tern Franca 
to the English possessions when she 
married Henry. The cathedral was 
not completed until 1379, when the 
region had returned to French sov- 
ereignty. 

Three battles have done more than 
all else to make Poitiers famous. All 
were fought a*, some distance from 
the town, but ail were given its name. 
At the first so-called Battle of Poitiers 
in 60" Clovis defeated the Visogoths; 
at the second, in ?:« Charles Marte) 
saved Christen!, m by overcoming the 
M> har.imedan hosts; and at the third, 
in 185C tiie Briti.-h "Black Prince" de- 
feated the French King John. All 
western France again became an Eng- 
lish possession, but it was won back 
by tne French by J373

Shall the proopsd law which provides for 
an additional metnod of nominating candi- 
dates f >r nomination, at the state primaries 
in September, by members of iiolitical parties, 
for those offices to be tilled by all the voters 
of the Comm >nweaith at a state election. 

It provides that the state conventions of the 
political parties, in each state election year, 
shall b? held before and not after the state 
primaries, as now. namely, not later than 
June IS. In order to elect delegates to such 
party conventions, party primaries are es- 
tablished to he held on the last Tuesday in 
April. Among ..ther things, these state con- 
ventions may endorse candidates for office* 
to be filled by all the voters and to be voted 
upon at the state primaries. Such endorse- 
ment place, a candidate in nomination, at 
such state primaries without the necessity 
of filing nomination papers The name of the 
endorsed Candidate is to be placed first on 
the ballot ar.J against his nume is to be 
placed the words "Endorsed by ithe nume of 
political party i convention" in addition to 
the eight-word statement now authorised by 
law.

Is it desirable that the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
"ARTICLE— 

"SECTION 1. The terms of the President 
and Vice President shull end at noon on the 
20th Jay of January, and the terms of Sena- 
tors and Representatives at mam on the 3d 
day if January, of the years in which such 
terms would have ended if this article had 
not been ratified ; and the terms of their sue 
ceesors shall then begin. 

"SEC. 2. The Congress shall assemble at 
least once in every year, and such meeting 
shall begin at noon on the lid day of January, 
unless they shall by law appoint a different 
day. 

"SEC. 3. If. at the time fixed for the be- 
ginning of the term of the President, the 
President elect shall hava died, the Vice Pres- 
ident elect shall become President. If a Pres- 
ident shall not have been chosen before the 
time fixed for the beginning of his term, or 
if th..- President elect shall have failed to 
qualify, then the Vice President elect shull 
act as President until a President shall have 
qualified : and the Congress may by law pro- 
vide for the case wherein neither a President 
elect nor a Vice President elect shull h.ne 
qualified, declaring who shall then act as Pres. 
ident, or the manner in which one who is to 
act shall be selected, and such person -ball 
act accordingly until a President or Vice 
President shall have qualified. 

"SEC. 4. The Congress may by law pro-

The Citizen's Unemployment Relief 
Committee is laying the substantial 
foundations for its work of the win- 
ter. Citizens very generally approve 
the principle well recognized today in 
relief work throughout ' the country, 
that the combination of voluntary con- 
tributions, which might be termed 
self-taxation, to supplement taxation 
in the regular form, to furnish means 
to deal with unemployment relief, con- 
stitutes the most enlightened and ef- 
fective means of dealing with the sit- 
uation. Some communities are still 
raising the entire fund by voluntary 
contributions. Others turned to taxa- 
tion as the easy road of dealing with 
the situation but the rocky road to a 
well balanced treatment of a difficult 
problem. 

The Committee is already receiving 
assurances from contributors of last

Sheriff John R. Fairbairn of Mid- 

,,U ' scx .L 0Unty - who has held that post | 
since 1890, and who has been regular- I 
ly re-elected without encountering I 
any formidable opposition, is again a I 
candidate, and Republicans of the i 
county forecast another flattering in- 
dorsement of his service. 

If any Sheriff is entitled to be i 
characterized as a humanitarian it is 
this official of Middlesex County. His 
record has commended him to the 
voters of the county regardless of 
their political preferences.

York to Omaha. Nearly 7,000,000 
square yards of rock and dirt were 
excavated, and BOO tons of explosives 
and 300,000 tons of cement were used. 

If the timber used were made into 
a single board ope foot wide and an 
inch thick, it would reach nearly four- 
fifths of On way around the world at 
the Equator. Sixty miles of railroad 
were built in connection with the con- 
struction of the dam and power plant, 
acres of temporary power plants and 
.-hops were provided, and living quar- 
ters for 20.0011 people were built and 
maintained to house workers and 
their families. 

Rapids Submerged 

The project also write- a new 
chapter in Dnieper navigation. Form- 
erly rapids made the river impassible 
for about 00 miles, causing the navi- 
gable portion of the stream to be di- 
vided into two parts. The dam. rais- 
ing the level of the water 120 feet 
was a successful '•face-lifting'* oper- 
ation, for the rapids were submerged 
and steamships now may navigate 
the river for 1 300 miles from its 
mouth. At the dam, electric locomo- 
tives will pull vessels through navi- 
gation locks which it is estimated will 
handle more than two million tons of 
grain, oil, lumber and other products 
a year. 

Three miles from the dam site, the 
Soviet Government is building an in- 
dustrial center which is one of the 
outstanding features of industrial de- 
velopment in Soviet Russia today. 
This center, which will occupy 14 
square miles, is called a . "combine." 
Gigantic steel mills of the "combine" 
will produce nearly one and a quar- 
ter million tons of steel annually. A

Has Temperate Climate 

Now. under tin stable government 
that France has brought, Hit region 
is becoming once again a great gar- 
den. The Little Atlas Range pro- 
tects the coastal strip so well from 
the hot winds of the Sahara !■> I'm 
south, that it has a climate compara- 
ble to that of regions north of the 
Mediterranean. Snow falls in winter, 
especially on the upper slope- of the 
hills, but the countryside, where it is 
not cultivated, is covered with a lux- 
uriant semi-tropical growth. 

Wheat fields, orchards, vineyards, 
and olive and nut groves cover hill- 
sides and plains, and furnish ship- 
loads of produce for France. It is one 
of the best vineyard countries known, 
and some of the grapes arc more than 
and imh in diameter. In addition to 
the native villages of white houses, 
the countryside is coming to be dotted 
with the cream-colored, red-tile- 
roofed villa-- of French colonists. Ap- 
proximately a million Europeans now 
live in Algeria, more than half <f 
them French. 

Railway Parallels Coast 

A railway now- parallels the Medi- 
terranean coast throughout French 
territory from the border of Tunis 
in the east to the Atlantic coast of 
Morocco. Through Morocco the rail- 
way runs inland from the strip of 
Spanish Morocco along the coast. 
Some sections of this cast-west 
French railway run on the coastal 
lowland", others among the hills of 
the Little Atlas. It was in one of the 
upland sections west of Tlemcen. near 
the Algeria-Morocco border that the 
disastrous wreck occurred. 

Tlemcen. although only .'50 miles 
from the Mediterranean, preserves its 
Arab and Moorish atmosphere more 
fully than most other Algerian towns. 
It is a paradise for the artist. It lies 
on a hillside 3001 feet above sea level 
with a rich farming country spr-ad 
out on the plain below. 

It was the seat of local potentates 
for centuries during th;' Middle Ages, 
and at the height of its properity had 
60 mosques. Many of these sacred 
structures have fallen into ruin, but 
the leading mosques, well preserved, 
are among the finest in North Africa. 
The great bronze doors of the Mosnue 
of Sidi Bou-Medine are among the 
finest in the world.

and a collecting point for commerce 
destined for districts on the Volga 
River, and its tributaries. 

Although its spacious squares, sur- 
rounded by imposing government 
buildings, its well kept shaded prom- 
enade along the Volga, and the bustle 
of its crowded business thorough- 
fares, show no effects of a turbulent 
past. Tver's inhabitants have been 
driven on a forced inarch through the 
valley of death more than once since 
the city sprouted from a fortress at 
the confluence of the Tvertza, Tma- 
ka and Volga rivers, early in the 12th

Once Rivaled Moscow 

Its strategic oosition and natural 
growth due to that location, made it 
a choice plum for the plundering Ta- 
tars who frequently swooped down 
upon the city. When Tver was not 
defending itself against the Asiatic 
horde, land-grabbing, neighboring 
Princes, crazed by a love of power 
and riches, were attacking the city. 

In 131?! the Tatars attacked Tver 
and left its streets strewn with dead, 
including the ruling Prince of Tver 
and his son. Later Tver's rapid rise 
made it questionable whether Tver 
or Mo.-eow would ultimately become 
the mainspring of Russia. But jeal- 
ous Moscow Princes, with the help 
of the Tatar.-, nearly destroyed the 
city, definitely putting it out of the 
political contest. 



of Ivan's Wrath 

Stunned by these attacks. Tver was 
forced to annex itself to Moscow and 
the son of Ivan III was named the 
Prince of Tver in 1490. Subjection to 
its powerful neighbors did not end 
its humiliation at the hands of the 
Muscovites. When Ivan the Terrible, 
with an army of picked men. reached 
Tver on his way to attack the then 
powerful city of Nishni Novgorod, he 
ordered a wholesale massacre and 
left 9000 inhabitants lying in the city's 
streets. 

Tver is the capital of a province 
by the same name. Although the 
completion of the Moscow-Leningrad 
railroad for a time caused a tem- 
porary set-back in the city's com- 
mercial growth because the railroad 
handled commerce that formerly 
passed through it as a port, Tver 
now has overcome the handicap. 
Tver's population was onlv -C>.000 in 
1900. Today it has more than 
doubled.

Educational and Health Improvements 
Marked 

With a large percentage of he 
pooulat-on living in the rural distri is 
and with an excessive percentage of 
illiteracy among the parents of el il- 
dren living outside San Juan, it l a* 
been a tremendous task to establish 
.•> sentiment in favor of education; but 
thanks to a compulsory educat'on 
law. a school garden program, and 
teacher visits to parent homes, rarid 
progress is v being made in fosten g 
such a sentiment, and nowadays at- 
tendance is not limited by lack of de- 
sire upon the part of parents to have 
their children learn, but by the li- 
ability of the government to estni»- 
lish schools fast enough to meet the 
demands. 

The educational record has been 
paralled by the improvement of 
health conditions. When the United 
States took hold of the island the an- 
nual death rate was 42 out of every 
1000 inhabitants. As a result of the | 
public health activities that followed 
the death rate in 1030-31 was only- 
ISO per 1000. 

Pressure of population is becoming 
a big problem. With more laborers 
than there is work to be done, unem- 
ployment is a perennial evil, and a 
job is like an heirloom, to be handed I name 
down from generation to generation, 1 " 
whenever nossible. 

Usually the plantation laborer and 
his entire family go barefoot because 
there are no funds with which to buy 
shoe«. The young boys in some rural 
districts run' about with less than the 
proverbial fig leaf to clothe them and 
suffer not at all, thanks to the glori- 
ous climate. 

Food, perforce, is both simple and 
scarce. Rice and beans, with a little 
b ; * of salt cod, apnear on the table 
when the wage-earners are employed; 
but there ire imported and cost money 
so they disappear when the job ends. 
Th-n bananas sweet potatoes, and 
native vegetables raised on their 
small patches of ground must title the 
families over until another period of 
employment begins. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture is trying to induce the 
natives to raise Belgian hares. The 
rapidity with which these animals 
ireed, the quickness with which th"v 



val veil, rose out of the marshes, anu. 
flying around in search of a living for 
itself, sowed death upon hnmnnhy. 

By slinging a malaria-infested per- . 
son the mosquito infects itself, and j

The inundations in winter and the J 
malaria in summer drove the popula- 
tion out of the plain: but the unparal- 
leled fertility of the soil enticed some' 
peoole back to defy the disease. The j 
lowlands of the Argo Pontino are de- 
serted; there are no cities or villages, 
but .-.ome lonely hamlets and. scattered ' 
h"i-i« and there, farm buildings, in j 
which only a frv persons live in sum- ' 
mer. | 

Many ct nturies ago most of the in- 
habitants fled to the mountains, built 
their towns on some steep hills, and '■ 
from these vantage points made dash- 
• s into the plain to work the fields and 
tend the cattle. Soon these people 
will be able to take up permanent 
1 omes in reclaimed areas of the for- 
mer marshes.

Even though the wet forces have 
chanted, "The saloon must go" yet 
repeal, says Professor Irvine Fisher, 
would bring back the licensed, law- 
protected liquor retail shop." 

Here is a sharply etched outline, 
by a Salavation Army officer of 
Trenton, N. J., of such a place in 
other days, shall we again give at the 
protection of law? 

"One of the greatest harms of the 
open saloon . . . was the lowered 
standard of morality in general that 
resulted from the contacts made 
there. It was the center of all gamb- 
ling, the agency for all rawdy houses 
and places of ill-repute. the place 
where stories of the basest sort were 
the order of the day, and the general 
surroundings were such as to lower 
the moral standards of all who made 
it a place of meeting.

It is impossible in this world, for ani- 
mals or human beings entirely to 
escape suffering. And as one con- 
templates the experiences which en- 
ter in to the formulation of human 
character, and the great part which 
suffering plays in the development 
Of human nature of the most desira- 
ble type, one wonders if it is not an 
evidence of the wisdom of Divine 
Providence that some suffering must 
be endured by all. 

As a corollary to this condition 
there come the efforts and achieve- 
ments of human beings in their bat- 
tle with injury and disease, among 
poor, dumb animals, frequently man's 
most devoted friends, incapable of 
caring for themselves.

Light Railroads Enter City 
j Situated near the southern tin (if 
: Sweden, it was on the route ol all 
shipping from the Baltic to the North 
Sea, until the completion a hundred 
I years ago of the Goto Canal which 
I links Stockholm and Goteburg. In 
I spite of the large volume of commerce 
I diverted from the Oresun l. on the 
I shore of which city is located. Malmo 
has more than doubled its popula- 
tion in the past half century. It now 
has more than 110*000 inhabitants. 
Eight railroads link Malmo with the 
I important commercial and industrial 
centers of Sweden and good highways 
radiate from its city line to highly 
productive agricultural areas of south- 
ern Sweden. Malmohus Province of 
which Malmo is the capital is one of 
the most fertile regions of Scandina- 
via. 

Industries Established 

While Malmo'? business eye has 
been focused largely on sea trade in 
recent decades, many of its inhabi- 
tants have found employment in the 
increasing number of local industries. 
Railway cars and street cars from 
Malmo factovies are used throughout 
Sweden; and in many cities and towns 
Malmo-made gloves, shoes, and tex- 
tiles adorn smart shops. Malmo tobac- 
co manufactures are popular among 
Swedish smokers, and Malmo choco- 
late among the Swedish candy con- 
sumers. These articles as well as 
machinery and iron foundry products, 
and agricultural produce from the 
southern part of the peninsula, also 
figure in Sweden's volume of exports 
through the port of Malmo.

On the Stortorget (Thu 
Great Square! in the old part of the 
city is the old town hal! which was 
built in 1546 and east of the square 
rises St. Peter's Gothic Church which, 
next to the Cathedral at I. nnd, is the 
largest church in southern Sweden-

Malmo was a fishing village when 
it was first mentioned in the middle 
of the 12th century.

HER HUSBAND'S WIFE 

Comedy ChoMB by Udlw' Friendly 
Society for Presentation Dec. 9 

From the. pen of A. E. Thomas, one 
time professor of English at Brown 
University and for 15 years associated 
with the newspaper world in New 
York City, comes this whimsical farce 
as the second annual presentation of 
the Ladies' Friendly Society, to be 
given in Metcalf Hall on the evening 
of Dec. 9. 

What a title for a play! And what 
a play! In the original production, 
staged by Henry Miller at the Broad 
Street Theatre in Philadelphia on 
Feb. 14, 1910, Laura Hope Crews and 
Hubert Warrick appeared in the prin- 
cipal roles with a supporting cast that 
included Arthur Lewis, Orme CaUla- 
ra, Grace Elliston and Nelly Roland. 
"Her Husband's Wife" had a success- 
ful run at the Garrick Theatre in Now 
York City in May of the same year, 
and. later, at the Criterion continued 
to hold favor. Subsequently jt was 
taken on the road with equal success 
and has received meritorious distinc- 
tion in stock and amateur production. 

Now, with Mr, Frank E. Fowle, di- 
recting, Winchester will be given an 
opportunity to enjoy this human tale 
with its clever sequence of comic in- 
cidents and brisk humors.

■he settles upon "Emily Ladew" (her 
closet friend) the honor of her choice. 
"Emily" is plain, dependable and 
virtuous. Admirable qualifications, 
these, beyond a doubt. But, with the 
unwinding of the plot, we find that 
"Kmilv's" well does not run dry when 
the first three bucket? are brought to 
the light! "Irene's" passion for pills 
to placate her ills proves but simple 
folly compared with her premedita- 
tion of disease and preparation for 
peace. The practical jokes of "Uncle 
John Bidden," her unwilling ally; 
the gullibility and inspired loyalty of 
her brother "Richard"; and the in- 
sistent attentions of "Nora" (the 
maid, all weave a pretty web for her 
-elf-deception. 

Mr. Thomas' comedy is shaped in a 
subtle mould. The play of character 
ipon character is delicately tempered. 
The drama is not forced. As Walter 
I'richard Eaton has put it. "here is 
entertainment in the most popular 
sense." 

A talented enst will enact "Her 
Husband's Wife" at the Unitarian 
Church. Clara C. Reynolds, who has 
accumulated recent honors as a skilled 
director of stage productions, will be 
seen as the fanciful hypochondriac, 
"Irene." Clinton Mason plays "Stuart 
Randolph," her husband. Charles 
Carter is wilely "Uncle John Belden." 
Lucille Townley-Tilson is cast as the 
prospective britle, "Emily Ladew." 
Hall Gamage plays the sport-loving 
brother, "Richard Balden," and Do- 
lores Maddocks, the pill-dosing maid. 
"Nora."

Henry Arey Bridge, 23, of 17 Cres- 
cent road, a steam heating inspector 
for the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company of Boston, was fatally in- 
jured in that city last Friday after- 
noon when he was crushed while at- 
tempting to board an elevator in a 
building at 18 East street.

Rescue 
crews from Engine 7 and Ladder 1 
worked for nearly an hour before they 
were able to release the young man. 

Henry Arey Bridge was the son of 
Maude H. (Arey) and the late Henry 
S. Bridge. He was born in Winches- 
ter, attended the public schools and 
was graduated in 1925 from the Win- 
chester High School where he was a 
member of the football team and man- 
ager of the baseball team. 

He was graduated the next year 
from Worcester Academy, and at- 
tended Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology where he was a member 
of the class of 1930. captain of \v< 
freshman football team and a mem- 
ber of the Lambda Chi Alpha Fra- 
ternity. He was associated with the 
steam sales division of the Edison 
Company of Boston. 

On June II, 1930, he married Irma 
Harriet Godendorf of Natick. who 
survives him. with his mother, Mrs. 
Maud,. H. Bridge of Lloyd street. 

Funeral services were held on Sun- 
day afternoon in the late residence 
with Rev. Howard J. Chidley, pastor 
of the First Congregational Church, 
officiating. Interment was in Oak Hill 
Cemetery. Newbury port.

During the recent, unprecedented, 
heavy autumn rains Horn Pond was 
not able to contain the rainfall of its 
drainage area, the gates at the out- 
let of the Pond were opened, and Horn 
Pond Brook overflowed its banks. 

Last fall, as a part of the improve- 
ment of this stream, four small dams 
were built across it to secure shallow 
pools for the young children to bathe 
in during the summer and a safe place 
for them to skate during the winter.

Hundreds of Boston and Greater 
Boston boys and girls are starting to- 
day on the preparation of Friendship 
Folios for the children of China witft 
the assurance from the Department 
of Education in China that these 
greetings will be warmly received 
there and distributed to the Chinese 
schools. All over the United States 
similar groups of every race and re- 
ligion will be at work under local aus- 
pices, which in Boston are the Great- 
er Boston Federation of Churches, 4 
Park street. 

This will be the fourth time that 
the boys and girls of America have 
made a contribution toward a world 
of friendly children, and tne Friend- 
ship Folio, called " a glorified scrap 
book," will contain messages in Chi- 
nese and English, written from back 
to front according to Chinese custom, 
direct from the children of the 
United States to the children of Chi- 
na. There will be a second goodwill 
message to teachers and pupils in the 
schools of China, and a bi u i descrip- 
tion of the life of the average Ameri- 
can child. 

The folio also will include six beau- 
tiful pictures in color, suitable for 
framing, or pasting on walls, among 
them prints of Washington and of 
Lincoln. The children will add snap- 
shots of themselves, postcards, pic- 
tures of child activities and manv 
other illustrations of the season, 
camp lite, flowers, animals and gen- 
eral views which they will select and 
cut from magazines.

DR. STOCK'S LECTLRE 

Dr. Harry Stock of national fame 
among young people's societies, gave 
a very interesting talk before a small 
group at the Second Congregational 
hurch Sunday evening, his subject 
being "Present Day Youth." From 
his wide experience with young peo- 
ple, he knows his subject, and be- 
lieves in the young people of today, 
lie doesn't think most of the criti- 
cisms of modern youth are war- 
ranted. He says that when we stop 
to consider the age into which this 
generation of youth in its teens were 
born, it is small wonder they have 
doubts and questions about life. The 
average college freshman today does, 
nt remember the signing of the 
Armistice. He quotes Dr. Cilkev of 
( hicago as "being sorry for the youth 
ol teen age today, born into a world 
topsy-turvy, in excessive speed, 
shifting foundations, with adults 
leading an abnormal life. The world 
lor the past |.-, years hn< been in such 
an unstable condition that it is bound 
lo affect the youth of such an age." 
Dr. Stock says thev may lack lie 
crusading spirit of 20 year- ago, but 
the\ at least th'nk fearlessly, and 
usually reach intelligent conclusions. 
Ihev have a real fervor for r"-lic_.j,,iis 
truth and are serious minded about 
their ideals of life. They are ad- 
vanced in human history ami science, 
so that at 12 years of age they know 
more than the average adult at 2.">. 
lie spoke of the quantity and quality 
of their "home work" that they bring 
home from high school, and called it 
a p pal ling. 

There has been a decided change in 
the attitude of youth towards the 
church, and as Dr. Oilkey says, "there 
has evolved from the hard-boiled, 
sneering cynic of a few years ago, 
who thought it a mark of 'distinction 
to doubt everything, and who main- 
tained there was difference be- 
tween right and wrong, this serious- 
minded youth, seeking truth, and 
thinking through their own personal 
problems, able to discuss freely the 
subjects nearest their own hearts." 

Dr. Stock hfdicves we are getting 
back to the old manner of young peo- 
ple's meetings, with the difference 
that now the young people do their 
own thinking, instead of allowing 
someone to do their thinking for 
them. He says our greatest hope is 
in small groups, and our greatest 
need is for sincere, sympathetic adult 
leaders. He mentioned the fact that 
in the Congregational Churches alone, 
i there has been an increase in th« 
past 12 years from a membership of 
! 100.000 to 180,000, with no apparent 
| reason except their own desire for 
I church.

I am afraid that the last sentence 
: • f your article in the Star of Dec. 
which was headed "Finance Commit- 
tee -Seeks Co-operation of Town De- 
partments" i< likely to cause some 
misunderstanding. Your article said 
"The Committee does not believe that 
Winchester ti;x rate cart be reduced 
nor does it feed that a lump reduction 
in town expenditures can be effected." 

The paragraph in our letter to the 
department heads, to which the sen- 
tence referred, read as follows: 
"The Committee must make 
every ! onest effort to recommend 
t,, the town next .March only mini- 
mum requirements and the elimi- 
nation of any item in the several 
budgets which can in its judgment 
be eliminated or postponed. The 
Committee doe- not believe it pos- 
; sible i" aim at a specific reduction 
I in the tax rate. This is obvious- 
ly impossible until a definite esti- 
mate may be made of the forth- 
coming revenues. The Committee 
does not believe that i? is feasible 
to try to make a lump sum reduc- 
tion 'in the total of the town ap- 
propriations. It would be unfair 
and unworkable to attempt a per- 
centage reduction in the several 
departmental budgets, as some of 
these may obviously stand a great- 
er revision than others. - ' 
The Finance Committee will make 
every effort to present recommenda- 
tions to the Town at the annual town 
j meeting which will give the lowest 
! i» ssible tax rate. We frankly do not 
| know at this time whether the 1033 
i tax rate will be lower, higher, or the 
[same a* the 1 i>3'2 rate. It will de- 
p< nd upon the extent to which appro- 
priations must be made for unem- 
ployment relief and the extent to 
which our revenues are reduced, and 
the extent to which it is found pos- 
sible to reduce the various depart- 
mental budgets consistent with main- 
taining standards of operation which 
are proper in these serious times. 

I would appreciate it if vou could 
run this letter in an early issue of 
the Star.

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WINCHESTER'S FOOTBALL SEA- 
SON SHY OF VICTORIES 



Winchester High School concluded 
on Thanksgiving Day its worst foot- 
ball season, from the standpoint of 
victories won, since Wendell Mans- 
field took over the local coaching du- 
ties. Wins over Lexington and Con- 
cord and a scoreless tie with Woburn 
are about all the locals can show on 
the credit side of its gridiron ledger 
which includes a schedule of nine 
games. Winchester finished in a tie 
with Lexington for third place in the 
Middlesex League standing. The point 
summary is Winchester 26, opponents 
77. I 

Before reaching for the hammer, . 
let us analyze the season just a bit. . 
Winchester lost but two games it was 
favored to win, those with Stoneham | 
and Saugus. No «ne gave the locals '■ 
anything but an outside chance 
against Arlington, Wakefield, Belmont i 
and Maynard, and there were only a 
few who felt that there was even that 
outside possibility. Arlington, Bel- 
mont and Maynard were fielding their 
best teams in years. It was just too | 
had for Winchester in a year when j 
the local talent was not particularly 
good and when injuries played havoc 
with the talent that was available. 

In only one game, that with May- 
nard, was Winchester outclassed. On ! 
that Saturday successive hard games, 
with Arlington, Lexington, Wakefield 
and Belmont caused the locals t" 
crack badly against the Orange and 
take about the worst licking a Mans- 
field coached team has ever taken. 
Maynard and Arlington were the only 
teams to score more than one touch- 
down against Winchester, and the first 
named was the only club against 
which the locals had no chance to fin- 
ish in at least a tie. <i"od scoring 
chances wen- thrown away in every 
other game. Only against Stoneham 
did Winchester play poor football 
against an inferior club. Saugus 
proved no set-up this season though 
the locals would have won from this 
school on almost any other Saturday 
during the fall. The same could posi- 
tively be said in the case of Stoneham. 
Winchester made a fine showing 
against two of the strongest teams in 
Cireater Boston.

We have mentioned injuries as con- 
tributing to the local team's poor 
showing. Captain Knowltoti, DeMam- 
hro. Tremberth, DiApella, Barksdale, 
Synims and McGaragle were first 
string performers who wen- handi- 
capped by injuries, the work of 
Knowltoti. one of the best backs in 
the Middlesex League, and DiApella, 
one of the circuit's best ends, being 
away below par all year for this rea- j 
son. The inability of Winchester's 1 
biggest linemen, Randlett and Symms 
to play in the Stoneham game, because 
of ilnt'ss, had much to do with the re- 
verse suffered in this contest. 

We do not mean to imply that Win- 
chester's current showing was a good 
one. There were too many opportuni- 
ties wasted to hold to such a view, and 
of course the fact remains that the 
locals were unable to score a single 
point in their last five games. It; 
should, however, not be forgotten in 
criticizing the boys that they hail to 
face three of the best local schoolboy 
teams of the year In Arlington, Bel- 
mont and Maynard, while Wakefield 
and Lexington also had strong elevens.

There are those who believe that 
the town does not need to make a per- 
manent appointment to its Police De- 
partment to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the retirement of Patrolman Dan- 
iel Kelley. To support their conten- 
tion they offer the fact that the local 
department has been motorized and 
radio-equipped, and as a consequence 
can do with fewer patrolmen than 
in the past. This view may be correct, 
but there are those not unacquainted 
with the local police situation who do 
not believe that the town is over po- 
liced in view of present conditions. As 
a matter of fact there are times when 
the community has insufficient police 
protection. The motor patrols have 

frreatly facilitated the covering of out- 
aying sectiens of the town, but we 
can not neglect the business center 
nor the dwellings within a close radius 
of it. Many do not realize that nine 
men are necessary to do the work of 
eight policemen because each man has 
his day off, yet police work, unlike 
business, never stops. Provision must 
be made for illness or injury. Doub- 
ling up in police work dov-s not work 
out as well as in the business field. 
The increase of nntor vehicles has 
meant that more and more of the po- 
lice officer's attention is being d voted 
to this phase of police work, and with 
a force held rigidly to its smallest 
possible dimensions it may easily han- 
pen that more important work is ne- 
glected because of the time taken up 
by automobiles. Winchester is poorly 
located to relax its police vigilence at 
this time, and particularly with as 
many as 450 vacant houses requiring 
special police attention during a sea- 
son. Owners of these houses demand 
protection for them during th»'r ab- 
sence from town yet corners will have 
ti he cut if the present force is re- 
duced. There are some patrols on

in the e'ghth century the Moorish 
'•••.ief, Tarik-Ibn-Zeyad. landed on the 
Reck and called it Gibel-Tarik or 
Mountain of Tnrik of which "Gibral- 
tpr" is a corruption. 

The Moors had held Gibraltar for 
siv centuries when in 1309 the Spanish 
s":zp,| it. but 21 years later the Mos- 
lems regained possession. It became 
stnanish territory again in 1462. The 
Biitish have held the Rock since 1704 
when thov defeated a combined Stan- 
di and French fleet. Since, the Brit- 
••ah have had frequent wars over Gi- 
braltar's possession. One Snanish siegt 
lasted four years (1779-1783). 



The recent entry of Iran., a former 
department of the Ottoman Empire, 
into the League of Nations once more 
calls attention to a land whose history 
goes back to the beginning of things. 
Today this birthplace of the "Arabian 
Nights" might well be called literally 
the Land of the Magic Carpet, for 
aviation plays a larger part in its life 
than in that of most other countries, 
according to a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington. D. C. headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

Part of "Fertile Crescent" 

Once a part of the fertile crescent 
which included the valleys of the Nile 
and the combined valleys of the Tigris 
and the Euphrates. Mesopotamia, as 
Iraq was long called in the West, was 
a land of agriculture founded on an 
intricate irrigation system, says the 
bulletin. In the maintenance of the 
vast network of canals a high state 
of civilization and government was de- 
veloped. 

When trade arose between Orient 
and Occident, the Syrian Desert was 
enough of a barrier, and the desert 
man enough of a problem, to prevent 
the land between the rivers from be- 
coming a srreat trade route. 

It was the German dream of a land 
route to the East that thrust Mesopo- 
tamia into the public eye. War in- 
terrupted the completion of the "Ber- 
lin to Baghdad" railway and there i- 
still a section between Nisibin and 
Kirkuk which the traveler from Eu- 
rope to the Persian Gulf must cover 
hv motor ear. But in the meantime 
the motor hijrhway across the Syrian 
Desert has become a busy lane of 
traffic, and that vast landing field 
which stretches with little interrup- 
tion from the gorge-gasheil wilder- 
ness of M'uih to th" gorge-gashed in- 
ferno beyond the Persian Gulf has be- 
come a training school for airmen. It 
i< a regular route for the Dutch air 
'•'lie from Holland to Java, th - French 
ilighi from Marseille to Saigon, aid 
th« British line from London to Delhi.

Aviation Favored by Nature 

In a land where the camel suffers 
thirst and rivers and swamps stand 
in the way of land travel, aviation be- 
comes a form of traffic favored by 
Nature. The landing field at Bagh- 
•ail is called "the Croydon of the 
East," and when a 42-passenger Han- 
nibal plane settles softly to earth 
with a uniformed Britisher at the con- 
trols the fact is more amazing to the 
modern man than to the nomad who 
takes what conies with striking faith 



and an utter lack of comprehension. 

The country now known as Iraq 
was formerly made up of three Turk- 
ish vilayets named after their three 
chief cities — Mosul, racial mosaic, 
near the Kurdistan hills; Baghdad, 
historic capital straddling the middle 
Tigris: and Basra, the nation's sea- 
port near the mouth of the Shatt-al- 
Arab which is made up of the com- 
bined Tigris and Euphrates rivers. 

The new nation uses three languag- 
es in its schools. Arabic is the chief 
language, but Kurdish is taught in 
the north where Kurds predominate, 
and small Turkoman groups in Kir- 
kuk. Kifri and Tuzkhurmatli are 
taught in Turkish — once the official 
language of the whole kingdom. 

Iraq means "department" and it 
was so distant a department in Tur- 
key that the Turks never exerted com- 
plete control. Now young Iraquis, 
many of them trained in the Ameri- 
can University in Beyrouth, are tak- 
ing over control in a nation which has 
become an international highway. The 
water routes around Africa and 
through the Suez Canal, which robbed 
Turkey of its function as a land 
bridge, have in turn been replaced in 
part by the pneumatic tire, the gaso- 
line engine and the wide-spread wings 
of the new "Magic Carpet." 



ARLINGTON CEMETERY. FAME'S 
ETERNAL CAMPING 
GROUND 



On Armistice Day. 14 years after 
the close of the World War. the com- 
pleted tomb of America's "Unknown 
Soldier" was dedicated in Arlington 
National Cemetery. A simple carved 
bi> ck of white marble has b"en added 
to the temporary tomb. The huire 
stone, one of the largest -ingle blocks 
of marble in America, came from an 
almost solid mountain of marble in 
wcsti rn Colorado, and was cut to size 
in Vermont. 

Li addition to the work on the tomb 
it -elf the terraced hiilside that over- 
!■ ..! s 'he bmad Potomac ami th- City 
of Washington has been landscaped. 
The interior of near-by Arlington 
l!ou<c. the home of th.- Lees, from 
whom the land for Arlington Ceme- 
tery was taken during the Civil War. 
has also been restored. Arlington 
vies with Mount Vernon a- a place 
of pilgrimage for the thousands who 
visit the National Capital each year. 
The Stor> of Arlington 

The story of the Arlington estate, 
-ays a bulletin from the Washington. 
D. c. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society, really begins 
with John Parke Custi-. stepson of 
George Washington, and only son of 
Martha Washington by her first hus- 
band. In 177S young Cus'-is pur- 
chnsci! lion acres above Alexandria 
and gave the name of Arlington to 
newly no uiired domain, after the 
earlier homestead of his family in 
N'ortham: ton County, Virginia, which 
had been so named in honor of Hen- 
ry Bcr.net. Earl of Arlington. 
' But Arlington House i> generally 
associated with the Lee family- 
Robert E. Lee inheriting it by mar- 
riage. With the opening of the great 
Civil War drama, in lsdl. it was 
manifest that Virginia would secede 
from the Union. In Washington 
Colonel Lee was sounded to see 
whether he would take command of 
the Union Army. He declined, and 
two days later. April 2'>. sent his 
resignation to the Secretary of War. 
He was soon summoned to Richmond, 
where with great reluctance he drew 
his sword in defense of Virignia and 
the Southern cause. 

And now came dark days at Ar- 
lington. The peace and quiet of form- 
er times were gone, never to return 
for Colonel and Mrs. Lee and their 
children. If the priceless things they 
inherited from Mount Vernon were 
to hi- saved, there was no time to 
lose. Working with desperate haste, 
Mrs. Lee removed as many of the 
Mount Vernon furnishings as possi- 



ble, but when, in the middle of Mav. . 
she deemed it advisable to leave Ar- i 
iington and seek refuge at Ravens- \ 
Worth, the home of relatives, near • 
Fairfax Courthouse, her task was still 
unfinished. Some of the furnishings : 
had to be left behind. 

Genera. Winfield Scott ordered 
General Mansfield to seize, and forti- 
fy these high hills on the Virginia i 
side of the river, lest Confederate 
cannon should be planted there and | 
raise havoc with the Federal City. 
On the nigh; of May 23. 1861. columns 
of troops moved out of Washington, 
crossed the river under cover of dark- 
ness, and hefore noon the next dav 
Arlington was in the hands of the 
Lnion forces. 

General McDowell took up his' 
headquarters in Arlington House. 
Under orders from Secretary of War 
Stanton, the remaining family heir- 
looms that had come from Mount Ver- 
non were packed and sent to Wash- 
ington, where they were stored in the 
Patent Office. Many years later some ; 
of them were restored to Mount Ver- 
non, while some went to the National 
Museum in Washington. 

After the first battle of Bull Run 
many thousands of the defeated Union 
troops bivouacked on Arlington's 
hills. Numerous field hospitals were 
hastily constructed to care for the 
wounded, and all those fair acres be- 
came an armed camp. As the soldiers 
began to die from wounds and camp 
diseases, the question of finding ade- 
quate burial grounds became a seri- 
ous one. However, it was not until the 
spring of lsnt that soldier dead were 
buried in Arlington. 

In the meantime the United States 
claimed title to the property through 
a tax sal., for unpaid taxes. There was 
due only ?'.i2.i>7, with a 50 per centum 
penalty, when, on Jan. 11. 18(14, the 
lion acres were sold according to law. 
as the tax-.-ale certificate recited. It 
was in this manner that the United 
States ac paired its title. 

President Lincoln used to drive out 
to Arlington, to vi<it the wounded in 
the field hospitals. During one of 
these visits General Montgomery 
Meigs obtained the reluctant consent 
of the President to bury the Army's 
dead in Arlington. The Soldier's Home 
Cemetery was almost tilled and it was 
far away, on the other side of Wash- 
ington. 

General Meigs immediately gave 
directions for -citing aside a burial 
ground just south of the mansion 
house, and before sunset there were 
11 soldiers' graves in Arlington. 

Subsequently, by an order of Sec- 
retary of War Stanton, dated June 15, 
18H4, 200 acres of the Arlington es- 
tate were set apart as a national 
cemetery for the burial of soldiers and 
sailor- of the United States, Today 
the area comprises 4()S acres.

Sargent, a volunteer Scouter of the 
yuincy Council, to be the speaker of 
tin- evening. 

In addition to the reports of vari- 
ous committees ami officers of the' 
Council the Agenda calls for election 
of officers for l}»33 and the adoption of 
p'ans. for l!»33. 

The Fellsland Council, by virtue of 
a charter granted by the National! 
, Council of the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca, is responsible for the promotions 
and development of Boy Scouting in 
the towns and cities of Burlington, 
Mcdford, Stoneham, Winchester and 
Woburn. 

Since the annual meeting for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1029, the Council, 
then known as the Mcdford Council, 
has experienced a remarkable growth 
and development. On Jan, 1, 1930, the 
Council, comprising the city of Mcd- 
ford ami the town of Stoneham, had 
Hi troops, and 415 registered Scouts. 
In the fall of 1930, Woburn joined the 
Council with two registered troops and 
■'10 Scouts. At this same time a troop 
was organized in Burlington. 

In Jan. 1931, Winchester became a 
part of the Council with three regis- 
tered troops and 100 registered Scouts. 

Because of the expansion of the 
Council from two communities to five 
it was voted by the Executive Board 
that the name of the Council be 
changed to one that would be more 
descriptive of the territory covered. 
A contest was devised as announced 
early in the year 1931, which was due 
to close in the fall of that year. Many 
names were suggested, but that of 
"Fellsland" won the approval of the 
committee, and accordingly at the an- 
nual meeting held in Jan. 1932, the 
Council formerly changed its name to 
"The Fellsland Council," Boy Scouts 
of AnicrieaC' 

While 1932 has been a very difficult 
| year for the Council financially with

UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF NEWS 

The canvass for funds is at the mo- 
ment the matter of utmost importance 
and anxiety in the minds of the Com- 
mittee. We are cheered by the fact 
that the subscriptions thus far re- 
ported reached a total of $24,Jt.S. This 
is substantially one-half the total of 
the subscriptions received last year. 
In number, liii'o persons subscribed m 
the l«<ol canvass. Thus far this year 
ot>» subscriptions have been received. 
Uelayed reports from the teums are 
being received daily. Unless there is 
a treat increase both in number ot 
subscriptions and in amount, it i s ciear 
tiiat the total will tail tar snort of 
mat received last year, it is there- 
lore urged upon all team members 
and upon tne puuiie mat it win oe nec- 
essary that the subscriptions be ex- 
tended to Hie utmost, in oi-uur u. give 
protection to tnose tor wuoni we arc 
responsible. 

It lias been pointed out heretofore 
that taxation alone is an inauequaie 
method of equitable distribution of 
the inescapable burden which must be 
borne. that buriien is protection 
against hunger and cold winch must 
loiiow lack of income with winch to 
buy the necessities of life. 

In the development of unemploy- 
ment relief worn, certain principles 
are becoming clarilied. One is tnat 
the distribution of money without 
compensating labor is most damaging 
to the moral liber of the recipients. 
Second, that a sub-normal wage must 
be provided so that the greatest pos- 
sible distribution of resources designed 
lor unemployment rcliei may be ef- 
tected and tnat the subnormal wage 
shall allord no incentive to maintain 
that employment, but rather stimulate 
activity on the part of the recipient to 
locate himself in a position pay nig a 
higher wage and at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. Another principle is ap- 
pearing above the horizon, nameiy. 
that the skilled dietician and the 
skilled wholesale buyer can secure 
proper loods, carrying the correct vi- 
timin contents and the necessary cal- 
ories to not merely sustain life but to 
maintain a healthy condition. Such a 
condition mean.- that children should 
gain steadily in weight and that adults 
doing manual work should maintain 
their weight, vigor ami a sense of well 
being. 

_ In the further development of wel- 
fare relief, particularly in the large 
centers, the plan of food distribution 
is a part of the wage plan. This will 
very probably be more largely devel- 
oped in the future. Tulsa. Ukia., is an 
outstanding example in the West. Kail

Louis' Beer Baron." He sairl one of 
his breweries cost millions of dollars, 
it was a community in itself, covering 
70 city blocks about 162 acres. He 
estimated this plant, would provide 
only two per cent of the beer that 
would be needed in the United States 
if beer should be lagalized. 

Mrs. Ella A. Boole, national presi- 
dent of the W. C T. U. in speaking 
for the dry forces said "The people 
would have to pay for your restored 
beer prosperity, every dollar of the 
wages you give the unemployed would 
have to come from the people, from 
the millions who would pay for the 
beer you would sell with money that 
. would thereby be diverted from le- 
gitimate business necessities and re- 
i freshing luxuries. And the cost of 
them would not only be the millions 
they would be lined to give you di- 
rectly for their beer, diverted from 
legitimate industries, but added to 
that would be the staggering price 
they would pay in the damaged health 
the shattered homes, the mounting in- 
efficiency, disease, crime, poverty and 
degradation that have always been 
the inevitable effect of the beer trade 
and the liquor traffic legal or illegal, 
wherever it has touched mankind." 

Mrs. Groves also attended the re- 
sist repeal banquet at which John 
Joy Morgan, editor of the American 
Educational Journal, told of the 
liquor propaganda program which is j 
being broadcast to this country from 
France, by radio. A message was 
sent from the banquet to Congress 
protesting liquor advertising by ra- 
J di.i in a country where alcohol is an 
outlaw. 

A vote of thanks was given Mrs. 
Groves for all the information she 
hail brought from Washington. Mrs. 
n. Kelley and Mrs. H. Kempton 
poured during the social half hour 
following the business meeting.

In each community there are at 
least a few souls to whom the ( reator 
has given the ability of leadership. 
These people are not only those who 
have to do with government and the 
administration of our everyday life, 
—but also those who may reveal to 
ethers the beauty in the common 
things of life, things and people and 
countryside which are so common to 
Us that we never realized there was 
beauty in them until the matter was 
brought to our attention by the art- 
ist, the poet, the gardener, the archi- 
tect, the musician, and the dramatist. 
Each community has a few such souls 
capable >f giving vision and imagina- 
tion to the others and each community 
should make it its business to bring 
out these few souls from time to time 
that tile people may come to know 
them. 

The trustees of the library had the 
vision to incorporate in the now 
building an art gallery, and, as a 
fresh eye coming into your community 
1 realized that what was needed to 
back up that art gallery was an Art 
Association made up of townspeople 
who are interested in bringing to the 
town ail that is good in the field of 
art. For. it was hardly to be expected 
that the town would appropriate any 
money for such purpose, ami. library 
funds are expended for book*. In 
time, the town may decree that part 
of such library funds be expended for 
art appreciation, but, until that time 
comes the only way to supply such 
funds was through an Art Associa- 
tion. 

The Art Association was duely born 
last .May with some ">i> members win 
signed their names as willing to pay 
$2 per year to bring culture in the 
form of art to Winchester. To give 
the idea stimuious I brought on my 
own paintings which were displayed 
in the Art Gallery last May. Then 
came the summer when many people 
were away and the new baby had to 
be nourished along as best it could. 

It was my good fortune to visit 
Winchester over the week-end of Dec. 



4, and, to my joy I found that the 
child was growing and thriving; that 
you citizens had brought out your 
community artists ari l not only dis- 
played their work but actually 
brought them out to meet the peo- 
ple and that the people might meet 

| them and find that, after all, these 
artists were not the long-haired type 
pictured to us by the movie.-, hut reg- 
ular people, quite like the rest of us, 
with homes ami families. All this is 

. most encouraging and it is a matter 
of regret that I and my family are 
not living in Winchester this winter 
help keep these fires burning. 
You Mill have many in your com- 
munity who are students in various 
lields of art, painting, poetry, music, 
drama and it is up to you to encour- 
age these younger people that they, 

, too, may soon nil your place.- in the 

j leadership of your community. 

This era of materialism, of tech- 

; nocracy, of getting and spending, has 

■ broken down and people are search- 
ing earnestly for those expressions of 
the spirit ot man. No ie.- s that that 
great mathematician, the late S - iin- 
metz, has said that "All this develop. 

! nicnt of natural resources is in vain 
unless along with it we develope the 
spiritual nature in man,— in which 

; that is best in art can help." 

We support our churches, our hos- 
pitals, our schools, our unemployed, 
but art is as necessary to the sou! of 
man as are hospitals and soup kit- 
chens ami clothes to man's body. 

So. I hope the pi'opie id' Winchester 
will take good care of this new child, 
tin Winchester Art Association, keep 
it out of the ho.-pital. and. while it is 
well housed it needs food, — not only 
the dollar or two per year which will 
-apply the food, but the active pres- 
ence and co-operation of all in the 
community.

heroic proportions and leads her to 
the fantastical decision that she must 
provide for her husband's future by 
assuring him of the companionship 
and motherly care of another woman. 
Acting upon this impulse, with the 
unwilling support of "Uncle John 
Beldcn," she requests her oldest 
friend, who has just returned from 
a long absence abroad, "Emily La- 
dew" to become "Stuart's" wife when 
! she is gone. "Miss Ladew" posses- 
, ses all the requisites for the position 
in the eyes of the dispassionate 
; "Irene." She is plain, virtuous and 
practical.

Act 2 garnishes the plot with 
further involvement.

She 
attempts to release "Emily" from her 
promise by painting her husband a 
brute and a drunkard. "Richard" be- 
comes the innocent sufferer in this 
ridiculous plot. He has been told by 
"Uncle John" and his "sister" that 
"Miss Ladew" is engaged. "Emily 
will not deny that there is some 
truth in this rumor. Learning of his 
brother-in-law's brutality from the 
lips of "Miss Ladew" and the en- 
gulfed "Uncle John." he berates 
"Stuart" for poisoning his "sisters 
pet dog (which had, in fact, met an 
accidental death) and accuses him of 
pin s eal violence, the bruised arm of 
"Irene" (which had been acquired in 
an accidental manner) being offered 
as sufficient evidence. 

Seven o'clock of this same evening, 
finds "Irene." in Act 3. closeted in 
her room.

has toppled around her. "Stuart," 
bullied and angeled by the false ac- 
cusations hurled at him, calls to hel- 
lo set things right, without success.

Seaweed has been consumed as 
foml by the Japanese, Chinese and 
Mawaiians for many centuries, while 
Irish moss ami seaweed products 
have liTaeetl tin- American table in 
yriiitis forms since colonial days when 
it was imported from England, says 
a bulletin from tin- Washington. D. C. 
head(|uarter.« of the National Geo- 
yraphic Sm-ii-ty. 

Harvest: A Billion Pounds 

An early use of the weed was as 
fertiliser by farmers near the sea. 
Today, besides servinji ns fertilizer 
::ii I food, it is an ingredient of tine 
paper, knife handles ami oriental 
curios. Kamchatka natives use its 
In. How s-tcms ns coils for distilleries, 
while Australians have discovered a 
species from which cloth, rope, twine 
and mats ,- ;i n be made. 

Upwards of a billion poumls of sea- 
weeii are harvested annually, with 
nearly every country bordering the 
-•■a contributing its quota. Some 
British, Dutch and French manufac- 
turers use seaweed fur upholstery and 
mattress stuffing Holland produces 
a sufficient quantity to support home 
industries and export two to three 
thousand tons annually. 

Hawaiians Eal Seventy Varieties 

Demand for Japanese seaweed is 
so e.reat that the natives cultivate 
seaweed plantations. In Tokyo Bay 
alone more than .'MOD people are em- 
ployed on seaweed plantations. More 
than :'"> species of seaweed are eaten 
in JHpan. Seventy varieties are con- 
sumed in Hawaii, where fish and sea- 
weed are the principal foods of the 
poorer natives during certain seasons. 

In one form or another seaweed or 
its derivatives have appeared on near- 
ly every American dining table. 
Agar-agar, a dried, partially bleached 
pelatinous extract of certain species 
of seaweeds, is eaten in American ice 
creams, jellies, candies, pastries, ce- 
real foods and many desserts and sa- 
lad dressings. Cosmetics may con- 
tain apar-a.irar. and at the drug store 
one may buy it in adhesive tape and 
soap, and mixed with medicines. Is- 
inglass and flv paper often contain 
agar-agar. Fish canners use it to 
pack soft fish which are likely to be 
shattered to pieces in transportation. 
It has eight times the strength of 
ordinary iriiatine and is not as read- 
ily affected by climatic changes. 

Two dollar a pound Irish moss from 
England 'est it* market in 1835, when 
the Mayor of Boston announced that 
the Massachusetts coast had an am- 
ple supply. Further investigation 
showed that the moss covered rocks 
from North Camlina to Maine. The 
Mayor's announcement led to the 
Irish muss industry at Scituate. Mass- 
achusetts, which still exists. The moss 
is used in n.. -iking blanc mange and 
many other puddings. an d remedies 
for coughs. It also is an ingredient 
of some kalsomines. shoe stains, shav- 
ing soaps, and dyes for calico print- 
ing. 

Seaweed (dulse) was chewed in 
Scotland and Ireland before tobacco 
"•ok its place. Now Scotch and Irish 
c oks use it to thicken and give a red 
color to soup. Boiled laver in Eng- 
land, also known as sloke in Ireland 
and slack in Scotland, is a palatable 
cooked seaweed. 

Japanese seaweed "plantations"

Then the sushi 
rolled liko a jolly roll and cut int 1 
transverse slices. 

Seaweed also i- the source of many 
acids, one of whifh used in the 
ninnufacture ■ f button* e< ami 
insulating materia'. Oth ,' acids nre 
list -1 to dissolve sheila, and to pro- 

, duce brown dyes. 

America's Interest in it- own sea- 
weed resources dates back to pre- 
Columbian times when Indians used 
it as fish bait and for baskii weaving. 
In 1002 a scientist discovered 'hat 
seaweed on the Pacific coast contained 
potash, important fertilizing element. 
But he could interest no one in his 
discovery for a decade. 

As in the case of many tsthi : raw 
products, a world war was necessarv 
to make its importance known tler- 

' man potash supplies wi re t ut 1 If. Tin- 
farms "cried" for potash. ? • the g >v- 
ernment set out to find a source. A 
company manufacturing explosives 
also needeil a substance from seaweed 

I as an ingredient for it> products, so 
it built a $2,000,000 plant in Califor- 
nia. Groups of men first attacked 
the vast seaweed "plantations" with 
sickles, but it was not long before 
steam and gasoline-propelled scows 
equipped with mechanical harvesting 
machinery dotted the Pacific seaweed 
fields. A dozen or more plants were 
established. When the Armistice was 
signed, the companies disbanded al- 
most as quickly as they were estab- 
lished. Today one remains. The 
others succumbed to cheaper German 
potash or imported seaweed products.

mailer evaporation pan now known 
as the Dead Sea. From pipes sunk 
175 feet below the surface of this 
natural concentrate compounded by 
sun and wind, a new chemical com- 
pany is now pumping saline water. 
This super-sea water, so dense that 
organic life cannot exist in it, is 
spread out into 500 acres of artificial 
evaporation pans contained by five 
miles of dikes. The savage sun does 
most of the work but 400 Arab and 
Jewish laborers are already employed 
in mining the precious salts from the 
sea. 

Four principal salts are being ex- 
tracted: muriate of potash, used in 
the manufacture of fertilizer; bro- 
mine, used in medicines, photography 
and dye-making; chloride of mag- 
nesium, used in textile and cement 
manufacture, and common salt, form- 
erly a Turkish monopoly.

From this sea in which nothing can 
live, tiner crops are to conic. Salts 
which failed to heal Herod's illness 
will help in world healing.

Celebration of the George Wash- 
ington Bicentennial has echoed in Tu- 
rin. Italy, where a recently completed 
bridge spanning the River Dora has 
been named for the first President of 
the L'niteii States. 

Turin (Torino) has features that 
remind one of American cities of a 
half million inhabitants, says a bulle- 
tin from the Washington. D. C. head- 
quarters ..f the National Geographic 
Society. It is well laid out with wide 
streets crossing one another ar right 
angles and many busy square-: and 
spacious parks embellished with from 
one to four statues. 

Italy's Detroit 

A traveler strolling down it> clean 
streets in the shadow of well-kept 
buildings is hardly aware that Turin 
and Milan, its neighbor, make up the 
so-called "Industrial Twin Cities" of 
Italy. Out of its huge factories r 
automobiles that traverse the famous 
boulevards of the world, and the pro- 
ducts of its silk and cotton mills, 
leather-goods factories and machine 
shops find their way into world mar- 
kets. 

American industrialists marvel at 
Turin's industrial importance when 
they stand on the banks of the Dora 
and Po rivers which flow past the city. 
Neither stream is navigable for large 
commercial craft. No industrial city 
of a half million inhabitants in the 
United States is without water trans- 
portation at its disposal. 

Great Railroad (enter 

Construction of good roads and the 
increasing use of motor truck- in 
northern Italy have aided Turin com- 
merce in the last decade, but to the 
railroads goes the greater part of 
the credit for the city's industrial and 
lommercial prestige. 

Because it is the first large city in 
Italy near the Italian end of th>- 
Mount Cenis Alps-piercing tunnel, 
nearly all railborne commerce enter- 
ing Italy from the west, passes Turin. 
Italian railroads radiate from the city 
connecting with lines that touch near- 
ly all great cities of Europe. Before 
the St. Gotthard tunnel was bored, 
Turin was Italy's leading railroad 
center. Now it is second to Milan. 

But the traveler is not long in Tu- 
rin until he is assured that the city 
is not wholly absorbed in industry and 
the transportation of its products. In 
fact, its numerous art galleries, splen- 
did church buildings, museums, and 
libraries lead one to believe that its 
industry is perhaps only a means to 
acquiring and preserving art and dif- 
fusing knowledge. 

A Treasure of Art 

j The Royal Palace, which is a mute 
1 reminder of the days when Turin was 
| the capital of the Kingdom of Sardin- 
ia and capital of Italy, is a treasure 
chest of historic paintings, handsome 
statuary, frescoes and tapestries. In 
one portion of the building there is 
an armory where historic suits of ar- 
1 mor and implements of war are on 
j display. The Cathedral adjoining the 
Palace contains a well-executed copy 
of Leonardo da Vinci's "I^ist Supper." 
Another of the prized possessions of 
the edifice is a piece of linen which 
tradition holds is a part of the shroud 
in which the body of Jesus was 
wrapped. 

The Turin Academy of Science has 
a picture gallery with many works of 
such famous artists as Van Dyck, 
Rembrandt and Raphael, and a muse- 
um of antiquities where are preserved 
ancient Egyptian tombs dating back 
to 1000 B. C. The Museum of Ancient 
and Applied Art contains an inter- 
esting collection of musical instru- 
ments, ornamental leather, medals, 
enamels, ivories, and wood carvings 
and one of the world's unique collec- 
tions of painted glasses and crystals 
which records the history of glass 
painting through the ages. Art oh- 
jects in clay, sculptures in marble and 
collections of stones, and terra cotta 
also are on display. 

The Mole Antonelliana, the skyscra- 
per of Turin, was built as a Jewish 
Temple but it now is a National His- 
' torical Museum where a collection of 
trophies, flags, weapons, uniforms, 
and manuscripts illustrating the strug- 
gle for a united Italy, is preserved. 
This building is the highest walled 
structure in Europe. Its walls rise 
to within in feet of the height of the 
Washington Monument. 

The traveler in search of ancient 
landmarks in Turin is disappointed. 
Turin was quite a town when Hanni- 
bal destroyed it in the third century 
before the Christian Era. Later it 
was the site of a Roman colony, but 
of this settlement only one of the four 
great gates of its wall remains.
